THE QUEEN AND ROYAL FAMILY. 


Her MAJESTY walked last Saturday morning to 
Osborne Cottage with Princess Louise and Princess 
Beatrice, and congratulated the Duke of Edinburgh 
on his birthday. H.M.S. Hector, the guard-ship at 
Cowes, fired a Royal salute at noon. 

Her Majesty's dinner party in the evening in- 
cluded the Prince and Princess of Wales, the Crown 
Prince and Princess of Germany, with Prince Henry 
amd Princess Victoria of Prussia, Princess Louise 
(Marchioness of Lorne), Princess Beatrice, and the 
Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh. 


THE EMPEROR AND EMPRESS OF RUSSIA 


have returned to Peterhof from their tour in the 
central provinces. 

A plot to assassinate the entire Russian Imperial 
family has been discovered. Sixty persons, some of 
high rank, were in the plot. On the evening of 
July 27 a boat succeeded in passing the cordon of 
guard-ships on its way to the Imperial residence at 
Peterhof; but it was stopped by the police. ‘The 
apprehension at Belgrade of a man named Grunberg, 
the husband of Princess Galitzin, and of a female 
Nihilist, has led to the discovery that they had been 
ovdered by the revolutionists at Geneva to return to 
Ss. Petersburg and murder the Sovereign. 


THE MEETING OF THE EMPERORS OF 
GERMANY AND AUSTRIA 
at Gastein was one of extraordinary cordiality. The 
Press of Vienna and the provinces recognise the 
necessity of an Austro-German alliance, but do not 
sore the interview as a demonstration against 
ussla. 


BRITISH SHIPS DETAINED AT KIEL. 


A Berlin Co ndent, telegraphing last Monday 
night, says that the Socrates and Saeed were not 
allowed to leave Kiel Harbour because the German 
Government had learned that they were destined to 
be used by Peru against Chili, Germany being on 
friendly terms with the latter Power. At the same 
time it was reported that the ships were built simply 
for the reception of merchandise, and are by no 
means available for warlike purposes. 


RECEPTION OF MR. GLADSTONE AND MR. 
BRIGHT AT THE MANSION HOUSE. 

'The reception which Mr. Gladstone met with at 
the Mansion House last Saturday evening was the 
most striking feature of that brilliant gathering. | 
Owing to the late hour at which the House of Com- 
mons adjourned, the Premier did not arrive till a 
quarter to seven o’clock—a quarter of an hour late. 
He was dressed in the uniform of an Elder Brother of 
the Trinity House, and was received with loud / 
cheers. ‘hese plaudits were renewed for several ` 
minutes, when his name was mentioned before the 
“ loving cup”? was passed round, and again when he 
arose to respond to the toast of ‘ Her Majesty’s | 
Ministers,” he was greeted with a remarkable out- | 
burst of enthusiasm. Similar receptions were ac- 
corded to Lord Hartington and Mr, Bright. This | 
was the first occasion on which Mr. Bright had 
attended a banquet at the Mansion House, and to 
this circumstance must be partly attributed the de- 
termination of the assembly to compel him, if it were 
possible to do so, to make a speech. A | 

Mr. Bright, who had previously declined to take 
any part in the proceedings, gracefully yielded to 
the ‘unanimous call which he received. fore 
commencing his speech, he ordered the lghts 
on the table before him to be removed. This was 
regarded as an indication of his intention to speak at 
length, and it therefore excited a hearty cheer, which 
was fully justified,by the result. The remarks which 
both the Prime Minister and Mr. Bright made on the 
subject of obstruction produced a general impression 
that the early part of next Session would be devoted 
toa complete hevision of the rules of the House with 
respect to the conduct of public business. This is 
the intention of the Government, who in thus deciding’ 
to, grapple with obstruction will certainly have the 
support of all parties.

MR. BRADLAUGH’S EXPULSION. 


It is right that our readers should have a pictorial 
souvenir of the extraordinary scene which took place 
under the roof of St. Stephen’s Palace on Wed- 
nesday, Aug. 3. Mr. Bradlaugh, the unorthodox 
member for Northampton, at noon on that day made 
his promised attempt to get into the House of 
Commons. ‘There was a large crowd outside Palace- 
yard, which was guarded by a strong body of police. 
On arriving, Mr. Bradlaugh was admitted to the 
Lobby, the Deputy Serjeant-at-Arms and the officials 
guarding the eutrance to the House, When the 
Speaker took the chair, Mr. Bradiaugh advanced to 
the door, and, finding his entry barred, he en- 
deavoured to force his way in. He was seized by an 
usher, whom Mr. Bradlaugh at once grasped by the 
collar. A struggle with the officials ensued, termi- 
nating in Mr. Bradlaugh being forcibly removed 
down the members’ private staircase. When clear 
of the House the police came to the assistance of the 
somewhat exhausted messengers, and took an 
active part in propelling the member for North- 
ampton towards the doorway leading into Palace- 
yard. After an exciting struggle, Mr. Brad- 
laugh, still disputing every inch of the way, was 
delivered into the sorely-needed air, and on to 
the pavement by the gateway. When he arrived 
he was stall clutching the portly messenger, and 
the messenger still held on by his collar. Mr. 
Bradlaugh’s urbanity returned with his breath, 
and he explained that the difficulty of loosing 
his earliest assailant was entirely a physical 
one. With the excitement his hand closed 
upon the collar, and, his muscles becoming 
contracted, he for some moments found it 
impossible to loose him. Mr. Inspector Denning, 
who had brought up the rear of the highly-excited 
party, immediately sent for a glass of water, which 
Mr. Bradlaugh eagerly drank. With this expulsion 
from the precincts of the House the orders of the 
police were completed, and when Mr. Bradlaugh 
declared his intention of remaining till the result 
of the discussion in the House was arrived at, there 
was no authority to combat his mtention. Accord- 
ingly, panting and ragged, the lining of his coat 
protruding from the rent garment, he stood at 
the entrance, genially conversing with his captors.’ 
Subsequently he applied to the magistrate at West- 
minster Police Court for a summons fora * technical 
assault” committed by Inspector Denning in push-’ 
ing him from the door of the members private en-' 
trance when the result of the division was mace 
known to him.

FATAL ACCIDENT 
TO THE MANCHESTER EXPRESS 
AT BLACKBURN. 


A FEARFUL railway collision took place at Black- 
burn last Monday afternoon, by which five persons 
lost their lives and many sustained serious injury. 
The ten minutes past two Liverpool express for the 
Yorkshire towns was in the station at about a 
guarter past three, and some of the carriages were 
being taken off from the rear forattachment to another 
train, when the Manchester and Sheffield express, 
due at 3.14, dashed into the station and came into 
collision with fearful force with the train which was 
shunting. The two engines locked together. The 
third carriage of the Manchester express was tele- 
scoped into the second, both being much damaged 
and the passengers severely injured. Two or three 
carriages in the other train were smashed to splinters. 
Besides those who were killed, several of the pas- 
sengers were much injured, some of them very 
seriously, 

The medical men of the town were quickly sum- 
moned, and six or eight were soon in attendance. 
The injured were extricated from the wreck and 
pag vn to as sgan jan, possible, JA afterwards. sent 

e inftirmäry. es Lomax Tiplady,aceountant 
Blackburn, and Mrs. Hargreaves, Commercial, Inn, 
Darwen, died at the station, whilst an old lady 
from Carlisle, name unknown, expired on arriving at 
the infirmary. Later, in addition to these three, 
Victoriano G. de Ysasi, Brondesbury-villas, Kilburn, 
and Mrs. Swift, Buller-street, Bradford, died at the 
infirmary. 

The van of the Manchester train was completely 
smashed, and wie guard had a wondi escape 
with a few bruises and a fractured leg. ‘The driver 
of the Manchester engine escaped with a broken 
arm and few bruises, but his fireman was badly 
injured and shaken, and the driver of the stationary 
truin had his leg broken. +

A wonderful drama in its way 
is “Youth,” the outcome of the joint efforts 


of Mr. Harris himself and of Mr, Paul Meritt. 
It unfolds in a series of superbly-mounted 
scenes — tableaux in the Drury-Lane. ver- 
nacular — the story of young Frank Dar- 
lington's stirring adventures in England and 
Afghanistan. He is the son of a remarkably 


opulent clergymen, the Rey. Joseph Darlington, an 
aged Vicar, who in early life wronged a girl who, 
as Mrs. Walsingham, seeks to wreak vengeance 
upon him through the medium of his only son, a 
young officer. From the picturesque country 
church, the scene changes to a riverside 
leasure resort of a Inst set. Hither comes 
Irs, Walsingham with her daughter Eve, whose 
attractions young Darlington flies from by taking 
to his canoe and gliding down the Thames to his 
cottage—a proceeding which affords scope for an 
ingenious vt» ramie change, which forms one of the 
hits of the nicce. Wve follows, witches him, 
marvies, and ruins him by her extravagance, and 
is the means of his being convicted of forgery. Now, 
all these situations are utterly unnatural, and evoke 
not the slightest sympathy. Characters unreal, 
actions improbable up to this point, “ Youth ” bade 
fair to be a failure, and would unquestionably have 
been, doomed had net the interest of the audience 
been roused and retained, and excitement fed 
by the succeeding acts, which are marvels of 
stage management and mounting. The Conyict 
Scene at Portsmouth—of the accuracy of which I 
am not able to speak with the anthurity of Mr. 
Harris in his advertisements—tirst elicits those 
plaudits which promise certain popularity. It 
is here that Frank Darlington, having vainly 
grappled. with a murderous convict who had 
struck an officer of the prison, is about to receive a 
fatal blow when a fellow-convict (admirably per- 
formed by that clever actor Mr. Harry Nichols) 
wards oft thewenpon. Both receive the ticket-of- 
leave for this humane action. Both enlist as 
privates in a regiment bound for Afghanistan to 
take part in the war. It is at the embarkation on 
board the Serapis that what is dramatically the 
strongest effect in “ Youth” takes place. Re- 
cognised as an ex-convict by the villain of the 
play, Major Reckley, the hero of “ Youth ” is saved 
by the maternal instinct of Mrs. Darlington (Mrs. 
Billington), who, in a. scene of great power, denies 
that he is her son, hor heart all,the while impelling 
her to clasp him to, her breast, ‘This is one of. the 
most remarkiuble—tableanx. is the word on this 
occasion—ever seen ôn the stage. To the stirring 
tune of “The Girl L Left Behind Me,” the r-l- 
coats march on board what, seams to be n real ship 
in Portsmouth Harbour. Final cheers are exchanged. 
‘The troop-ship veers round, and glides from the 
landing-stage in the most realistic fashion. Bravo! 
We applaud: and the applanse is deserved. 
Equally merited are the cheers elicited, by the 
bustling and vigorous fight at Hawk's Point, 
where Frank Darlington wins the Victoria Cross by 
a daring adventure which saves his comrades from 
being overwhelmed by the Afghans, By all means, 
see these powerful scenes of the Convict Prison, the 
2mbarkation, aud the Fight at Hawk’s Point, where 
the“ Youth” expiates his fault, and whence he 
returns to marry his cousin, finding Eve to be a 
bigamist. But, pray do reduce the first three acts 
intooueortwo, Mr. Harris; and so lessen the pur- 


gatory one has to go through before reaching the 
triumphant effects which will make the fortune of 
“Youth.” 

The scene-painters, Messrs. Julian Hicks and 
Henry Emden, and the stage manager and stage 
carpenter should fairly share with the authors the 
credit due for the production of “ Youth.” Mrs. 
Billington as Mrs. Darlington makes the one histrionic 
hit in the acting; but Mr. Arthur Matthison as the 
Colonel also acted very well; and Mr. Harris, Miss 
Litton, Miss Willes, Mr. Harry Jackson, Mr. Ryder, 
Mr. Vernon, Miss Caroline Hill, and others acted 
conventional parts in a fairly conventional way.

At the Warwick Assizes an 
‘action for breach of promise to marry, brought by 
Miss Kate Lamb, a young lady possessing a small 
‘independence, residing at Devonshire Lodge, York: 
gate, Regent’s Park, London, against the Rev. 
[Arthur George Fryer, B.A., Curate of All Saints’ 
Church, Leamington, and which was begun on 
Saturday, was concluded on Monday. 


DAMAGES WERE LAID AT £3000. 


Mr. Lawrence opened the case for the plaintiff, who 
is the daughter of a late solicitor at Andover, where the 
defendant, whose relatives live at Tunbridge Wells, 
became curate in May, 1878. The Vicar having been 
appointed Bishop of Pretoria, the ‘Clergy house” 
there was broken up, when the defendaut went to 
live with plaintiff’s mother. At that time the 
defendant was engaged to a Miss Stevens; but this 
was subsequently broken off from the state of her 
health. ‘lhen the defendant, whilst Curate of 
Hawley, near Farnborough, telegraphed to the 
plaintiff to meet him at Andover, and she did so.

He thanks all for their kindness to him, 
and concludes with, ‘‘Good-bye, God bless you.” 
On examination of the lifeless body it was found 
that deceased had carried out his object of self- 
destruction by blowing out his brains with a pistol. 


THE LONG VACATION. 


Mr. Justice Cave commenced sitting as vacation 
Judge at Judgés’ Chambers on Tuesday, where there 
will be a Judge in attendance during the vacation on 
every Tuesday and Thursday until further notice. 
On every Wednesday during the vacation, com- 
mencing on the 17th inst., one of the vacation 
Judges will sit in the Court of the Master of the 
Rolls, Chancery -lane, at eleven o'clock, for the pur- 
pose of hearing applications of an urgent character, 
which may-reguire to be immediately or promptly 
heard. No case, however, will be placed in the 
Court paper unless leave has been previously given, 
or a certificate of counsel stating the reasons for the 
application has been obtained. Mr. Justice Cave 
will act during the first part, and Mr. Justice Kay 
will sit during the second part of the vacation. 


MR. BRADLAUGH’S CASE, 


In the Queen’s Bench Division on Monday a 
decision was given on the application of Mr. Brad- 
laugh for a rule for a new trial in the action brought 
against him by Mr. Clarke. Mr. Justice Grove, 
observing that the Court was not giving judgment, 
said that a rule for a new trial would be granted, and 
Mr. Justice Lindley remarked that everything turned 
on the question of the time. Mr. Bradlaugh voted on 
the Tewkesbury writ, respecting which affidavits 
could be filed. 

The Westminster Magistrates yesterday week 
refused Mr. Bradlaugh the summons he applied for 
against Mr. Superintendant Denning for pushing 
him when outside the Houses of Parliament. 


FIFTEEN YEARS FOR FORGERY. 


Henry Bangham, a’ clerk, and Henry Street,n 
cabman, were on Monday convicted of forging a 
cheque for £232 on Messrs. Smith, Payne, and a, 
bankers, Lombard-street. By an ingenious device 
they obtained an open cheque from the tirm aud 
traced the signature from that. Bangham was 
sentenced to fifteen years’ penal servitude and 
Street to ten. 


WARNING FOR BISHOPSGATE. 


At nn inquest held last Monday on a child who 
died in Bishopsgate, it was stated that several houses 
in the locality were in a most disgraceful and un- 
healthy condition. In the dwelling where the little 
girl died seven rooms were occupied by thirty persons, 
and three or four others, not lodgers, caine to sleep 
there every night. The jury decided that death 
arose from natural causes, accelerated by the bad 
atmosphere and filthy state of the room, and called 
the attention of the sanitary authorities to the con- 
dition of the neighbourhood. 


MR. TURRELL AND HIS BETTORS. 


William Lane was charged at the l,w-street 
Police Court on Mondny with being concerned, with 
another man not in eustody, with stealing, hy means 
of a trick, the sum of £200 from James Turrell. The 
prosecutor stated that he had made some bets 
through the prisoner, which had resulted in a loss ; 
but, being assured that “the luck had changed,” he 
borrowed a large sum of money, which the prisoner 
and another man “invested ” for him against his 
will. ‘he only satisfaction he conld afterwards 
obtain was the taunt that he should not have bet 
the money if he could not afford to lose it.

A NEW AGITATION. 
THE labourers’ agitation for a higher rate of wages 
is rapidly spreading. Strikes are the order of the 
day, and in this struggle, should it continue, every- 
one must suffer. First, the labourer himself, who 
has very little ready cash to support a long struggle 
in idleness; next, the trading community in which 
he resides, and through this the entire country. ‘The 
strikers liave chosen for themselves a most opportune 
time for the enforcement of their demands; but for 
the welfare of the country at large a more disastrous 
period it would be impossible to choose. ‘Vhe har- 
vest—an abundant one—is almost at hand, and 
the farmers, the pillars of the land, have but a 
sorry choice between Scylla on the one hand and 
Charybdis on the other—either to yield to the 
demand of their labourers, which would materially 
curtail, if not utterly destroy their hard-earned 
profits, or. see the fruits of their toil ret upon the 
land. “This is certainly a serious prospect for the 
tiller.of the soil. Whatever good will accrue to him 
from the coming Land Bill will be very amply 
counteracted by the cry of the labourer for his share 
in the spoil. 
MR. HONE’S DEATH. 

The sad death, through poisoning, of n young 
gentiemin named Hone last week, in Limerick, 
caused widespread regret and sympathy wherever the 
news of his untimely fate was known. Mr. Hone, 
who resided with his father at Yapton, Monkstown, 
county Dublin, came to Limerick to take part in a 
cricket-match between a local club and the Va 
Shulers, of which well-known club Mr. Hone was 
a very prominent member. Not feeling well, he 
entered the establishment of Dr. Burke, and asked 
for a black draught. By some unfortunate mistake 
a large dose of carbolic acid—a most rapid and 
deadly poison—was given instead, and in the space 
of half an hour the poor fellow was unconscious. 
The antidotes and other restoratives administered 
had no other effect than to keep him alive for a few 
hours, and he expired at ten o'clock the same 
evening. The porter who administered the drug has 
been arrested on a charge of manslaughter.

A NORTH SEA STORY. 


On Monday, at the Great Yarmouth 
Police Court, John Riley, alias William 
Docwray, of Hull, was charged with 
attempting to scuttle the smack Defiance, 
of London, the propery of Mrs. Bass, of 
Gotleston. It appeared that the prisoner 
was one of the crew of the Defiance, and 
on the afternoon of the 3rd instant, while 
the vescel was fishing in the North Sea, 
the master, who. was on deck, heard a 
thumping sound. He went into the hold, 
and there observed the prisoner with a 
marling-spike in the act of damaging the 
smack, ‘There was a large hole at the 
bottom of the vessel where the spike had 
been inserted, causing the water to flow 
in. ‘The prisoner had been previously 
heard to say, “ That the smack would go 
to the bottom with all hands.” The 
vessel was at once brought into port, and 
the prisoner was taken into custody, The 
master of the Defiance said that Riley had 
been suspected of such practices before. 
The prisoner was remanded.

AN AMERICAN HEROINE, 

Readers.of the. Oyden (Iowa) Reporter 
of the 20th ult. were regaled with the 
following specien of ““tall?' descriptive 
'writing:—On last Wednesday night, when 
O'Neil, Donäliuey; and Olmstead went 
down to death, a noble girl, but fifteen 
years of age, was watching and praying 
for those whose duty called them out over 
the railroad in the fearful storm. Kate 
Shelly, whose father was killed on the 
railrond some years ago, lives with her 
mother just on the east side of the river, 
and nearly opposite where the engine 
made the fearful plunge and Donahue and 
Olmstead lost their lives. 

Miss Shelly and her mother heard the 
erash, and, realising what had happened, 
Kate took a lantern, and, amid the 
hurricane of ‘wind, the deluge of water, 
the incessant glare of the lightning and 
peal upon peal of thunder, left her home 
and started for the wreck. Her light soon 
went out, but she felt her way through the 
woods and fallen timbers to the edge of 
the dashing waters that covered the 
drowned men. She could hear, above the 
roar of the tempest, the voice of Wood, 
the enginecr, who had caught in a tree 
top. She knew that the express, with its 
load of passengers, was nearly due, and 
none to warn them of their danger. She, 
a young girl, was the only living being 
who could prevent an awful catastrophe. 

The telegraph office at Moingona or 
Boone was the only place where she could 
notify the officers. To Boone was five 
niles over hills and through the woods, 
and before she could get there the express 
would have passed. “To Moingona was 
only a mile, but between here and 
Moingona was the Des Moines River, 10 ft. 
or 15 ft. above its natural height, and to 
cross this she must pass over the raiJroad 
bridge, 50 ft. above, the rushing waters. 
She must cross this bridge, 400 ft. long, 
with nothing but the ties and rails, the 
wind blowing a gale, and the foaming, 
seething, muddy waters beneath. Nos 
one man in a thousand but would have 
shrunk from such a task. 

Not one man in five hundred would 
have gone over at any price or under any 
circumstances. But this brave, noble 
girl, with the nerve of a giant, gathered 
about her flowing skirts, and on hands 
and knees crawled over the long weary 
bridge. ‘Tie after tie waspassed. It was 
time for the express-train to come dash- 
ing over the bridge, and to hurl her down 
to death amid the dark and muddy waters 
of the roaring, rushing river. The blood 
from her lacerated knees has stained her 
dress, but she does not falter. She reaches 
the shore, and the remaining half mile 
she flies, almost, to the telegraph office. 
Breathless, and in broken accents, she 
tells her tale of death and destruction, 
and faints in the arms of the bystanders. 
‘Lhe wires were set at Work and a most 
horrible disaster was averted.
